“rion avbere Luxury and Vice have prevail’d; but on the contrary, 

“ Empires in all Ages have funk before them.” 
tie goes on, ** If any one fhould defire to have a Demonftra- 
tion of the exceflive Luxury of our ‘Times, let him take a fu- 
perficial View of the manner of Life of all Ranks in the Na- 
tiun, but efpecially the luweit, and he will fee fearcely any 
‘hing 
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gether, that umely brought over our Troops by the quickeft Paf- 
izge ever heard of. Whereas, what would (he obferves) have 
becn the Confequence, had a Weillerly one fet in for a very few 
Weeks about the Time that they were fo much wanted, and had 
| 
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Thing elfe but Luxury. In this Refpect, the Condu&t cf the hichef 
Ranks are lefs to be blamed than that of their Interiors ; enquire 
into the Character of the trading Part of the Nation,efpecially in this 


great Metropolis, in thefe Streets which were in the lalt Age filled - 


with decent Citizens, dreffed in a Garb plain, uniform, and fit 
for Bufinefs ; he will now fee a motley Race of Enzlif Traders 
burlefqued into French Dancine-Mifters, their Cloaths bepatch’d 
with Lice, their Hands unfitted for Bufinefs, by being muffled up 
in Cambrick to the Finger’s End, and their Feet crippled by 
Wooden-heel’d Shoes of fome Inches high. Frerch Fopperies, 
that afford no happy Omen for the Trade in Exelon?! In their 
Houfes what Luxury, Expence, and Number of Servants, the 
Entertainments of a Palace. ‘This Extravagance in Drefs has 
given Occafion to the enormous multiplying of Coaches. Won- 
derful! that in Queen Elizadcth’s ‘Time there was not a Coch 
in Englond, and in about one hundsed and fifty Years the Number 
of them fhould be beyond Reckoning. Where are now the fober 
and regular Manners of our Fathers, when it was the conftant 
Cuftom for the Citizens to rife betimes, according to the Order of 
Nature, and employ the Morning in their Accompts, Shops, and 
preparing for the bufy Hours of the Day? When the Exchanze 
was fhut at 12, Dinner over every where by Ore, and their Eve- 
nings {fpent at Home in inflruéting their Children and Servants, 
and concluded every Day with the laudible Exercife of Famil 

Devotion. In place of thefe decent and regular Methods of living, 
our Citizens now find it hard to rife by Ten, to get dreffed for 
Change by Two, to get Dinner and the Bottle over by Four, and 
in an Hour after the Joking Club, the wanton Play-Houfe in Wins. 
ter, and the luxurious Mufick-Garden in Summer, call them from 
the peaceful Enjoyment of their Families at Home, the Infruction 
of their Children and Dometticks, and the Worfhip of Him in 
whofe Power it is alone to fend a Blefling on their Employments. 


Nor do they think the Midnight Hour too late to conclude their 


Pleafures, and feek that Ret which Nature, wearied with a Round 
of Follies, requires. Thus does Luxury invert the beautiful Ordi- 
nation of Heav’n, which appoiated the Day for Libour, as the 
Night for Reft. He enumerates the Inconveniencies arifing from 
hence, Ignorance and Immorality of Children and Apprentices, 
who are, generally fpeaking, a Set of mere Tawn-Rakes, neglett- 
ing their Affairs, embezelling their Subttance, Accidents of Fire 
from Carelefsnefs. The Effects appear in frequent Bankruptcies, 
Or inciting them to patch up their Credit by Gaming, which only 
finks them deeper, or by the defperate Expedient of the High- 
way, making Shipwreck of Life, Fortune and Soul at once. But 
a more difmal Profpect Rill (he obferves) the Lixury of the loweft 
| R 2 Ranks 
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Ranks affords us, who with a Licentioufnefs hitherto’ unequall’d. 
even in the luxurious Age of King Charles Il. have learn'd to 
fpend every Sunday, and at leafi the two following Days, in Drun- 
kennefs and Idleneis, to the Detriment of our Manufactures at 
all foreign Markets. I am credibly inform’d (fays he) that by an 
Account taken of public Houfes of different Kinds in one Parith 
only in London, they were found to be no lefs than fifteen hundred ; 
whereas in the Days of the Fathers of People now alive, ftrong Li- 
quors were fold no where but at the Apothecaries. ‘T’he Drefs of 
Journeymen and Chamber-Maids, is got beyond the Pitch of the 
Quality of the laft Age; and the Numbers of rambling Inhabi- 
tarts, caroufing in all the Villages round of a Suaduy, would make 
a Stranger conclude there was a general Carnival, and all the In- 
habitants broke loofe. Our pubtic Papers are filled with Adver-. 
tifements of Races, Cock-Matches, Plays, Mufic Gardens, Balls, 
Affemblies, Operas, Concerts, Mafquerades, Breaktafting-Houfes, 
€¥c. and this at a Time when the Arrival of the Rebels at our 
Metropolis was expcé&ted every Day, and a general Maffacre 
dreaded. A Being who did not know the State of human Na- 
ture, if he were tranfported hither from another World to behold 
us, would conclude Mankind were an Order of Creatures placed 
merely on Earth to enjoy themfelves for a Courfe of Years, with- 
out being obliged to any manner of Duty, or that their whole 
Duty was to invent the moft exquifite Gratifications for their Sen- 
fes, and indulge themfelves in the moft exquifjte Pleafures that 
could be found out. Having taken thus a very brief View of 
modern Luxury, he comes to the Obfervation of the other epi- 
demic Difeafe of our Country, its Irreligion ; the common Prava- 
does which appear continually in our News-Papers, of our invin- 
cible Strength, and undaunted Affurances in the Arm of Flefh, 
fufficiently prove this, and (as he fays) at Rome or Athens, the 
Publifhers of them had been treated as Contemners of the Gods 
of their Country. ‘he Behaviour of the People at the Decla- 
ration of the Spenifé War, difcoverd a Spirit of Infolence and 
Defiance both of God and Man, as do the Names that are given 
to feveral Ships of the British Navy, The Vidory, Dreadnought, 
Superb, Terror, Thunder, and the Lighining, feem very improper 
ones for frail Veflels lable every Moment to be fwallow’d up by 
the devouring Waves, whenever it fhall pleafe him who has the 
Power of them, to give fuch a Commillion. The dreadful Growth 


of Infidelity is not owing to any want of Proof in the Evidences 


for our holy Religion, thefe being fufficiently eftablifh’d; but is a 
Fruit gf our curfed Luxury and Senfuality, which in compliance 
with our favourite Lufls and Paffions, puts us upon fo many 
wretched Shifis to prove that fale, which we dare not allow = 
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be true; whereas the Countenance of a Newton, a Clark, and a 
Lock ftands in Support of the awful and folemn Truths of Chriftia- 
nity, againft all the little profane Wit of any of its ignorant and 
fcofing Oppofers of the fame, or another Age. He produces fur- 
ther Inftances under this Head of Irreligion, from the obvious 
Neglect in modern Education, the Immorality of the Youth of one 
of our Univerfittes, making it deferve at this Day more properly to 
be fliled the Seat of the Vices than of the Mufes; and (he adds) 
‘*¢ J have made fome Enquiry myfelf into the general Prattice of 
** Inftructors, and have found, to my great Concern, that they 
*‘ have generally thought they had difcharg’d their Duty to 
‘“‘ them if they made them Scholars, though they did not ufe the 
“© Jeaft Endeavour to make them Chriflians or honeft Men.”’ 

He comes next to the immoral Lives and Practice of feveral 
among the Clergy, to Difufe and Diftafte to religious Converfation, 


‘to the horrid Contempt of jadicial Oaths exaéted upon entring 


on every trifling Office, and thofe more fhocking ones required at 
Elections and Cuftom-Houfe Practices, which afford a moft difmal 
complicated Scene of national Perjury: The deferting the Aflem- 
blies for public Worfhip, and the negleéting to keep up the con- 
ftant Worthip of God in private Families; the Reflection he 
makes here is very juft and affeCting. ‘* We fhow by our Indiffe- 
** rence to every I’hing that has the leaft Relifh of Religion in it, 
** that we have forgot the God that made us, and are grown fo 
** very polite, that we are above asking a Blefling of him, who 
only can beftow it upon the common Comforts of Life, or 
thanking him whofe Creatures we have been confuming, for his 
Bounty in feeding and fupporting us.’’ Laftly, he expefes the 
Wickedneis exhibited and inculcated by the leud Entertainments of 
the Theatre, and to awaken our Repentance by a Senfe of mere 
Gratitude le next recounts over eleven fhort Hittories of re- 
markable Deliverances this Kingdom has had from the immediate 
Hand of God, in a Period of little more than one hundred and 
fifty Years, and concludes with a pious and ferious Addrefs to the 
Nobility and Gentry, to begin this happy Reformation, which

Fowl, and it is a fovereign Remedy for Coughs and green

Some Account of the anticnt Charch of Waltham in Effex, awith the 
Difcovery of the Tomb of King Harold the Founder, &c.

FiE Sight of Places of venerable Antiquity, and all Hifto- 

rics and Informations relating to them, affording me a very 
particular Pleafure, as they are apt todo to all Perions of a re- 
fiecting and folitary Temper, I could not help making fome En. 
quiries of this Kind, which I here fend you. While I was ama- 
fing the leiture Hours of a Summer’s Day, near a famous antient 
Pile at Waltham in Effex, about 12 Miles from London, renvirka- 
ble for being founded by the unfortunate King Hurol/, (Brother- 
in-Law to our St, Edward the Confefor) who loft his Life and 
Crown 
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Crowe in, one Battle with the Nermen Conqueror, and was here 
interred; the Thoughts of fo extraordinary a Perfon, and fuch a 
fignal Event,;fill’d me, with,a, great deal of folemn Entertainment, 
e(pecially ‘when I learnt that the Weit End or Body of the 
Church, was.the fame which was fir ere&ted by this great King, 
and is the only .Remains .of, that large and ftately Stru¢ture, which 
much Pride. and Beauty before the Diffolution of 
that Monaftery, and which has now feen a Period of nigh 700 
Years. , It:iy built after the Gothic Manner, very irregular, the 
Pillars of which are twitted, affording Cavities, which if former- 
ly filled ip with Brafs or other Merals (as is reported) muft have 
appear’d. with much Beauty and Ornament. Here I met with an

honourd with the Royal Refidence. King: Henry III. about the 
_ Year 1216, to {pare Court-keeping, came often, and lay long 

here, this being the neareft mitred Abbey to. Loudon. In the 
- Reign of Henry VIII. above 300 Years afterwards, one Henry 

Co/:, a merry Favourite of that King, faddenly took his Leave of 

him late at Night, promifing to wait on his Majefty early next 

Morning, and haftened to Waltham, whence he had learnt by 

Spies, the Monks of that Place would return in’ the Night from 

Chefhunt Nunnery (at a little Diftance) where they had been pri- 

vately. fporting with thofe holy Sifters. Sir Henry hereupon pitch’d 

a Buckftall (a Net with which he ufed to take Deer)’ in the nar- 

roweft Part of the Marfh where they were to pafs, leaving fome 

Confederates to manage it. ‘The Monks, with fome of the obli- 

ging Nuns, being come out of the Nunnery,- hearing. a great 
_ Noife behind them, and fufpecting Difcovery, put out the Lights 

they had with them, but making more Hafte than good Speed, tan 
themfelves into the Trap. The next Morning Sir Henry brought and 
preferited them all to the King, wholaugh’‘d at the Trick, and faid, 
he had often feen fweeter, ‘but never more beautiful or fatter Ve- 
nifon. The fame King Hen/y, as he was once’Hunting in the For- 
seft, ftruck down about Dinner-Time (having difguifed ‘himfelf) to 
this Place, When paffing for one of the King’s Guards, he was 
invited to the Abbot's T'able; a Surloin of Beef ‘was fet before 
him (knighted ‘as is reported by this King) on which he laid on 
Well fare thy Heert, quoth the Abbot, and here is a 
“* Cup of Sack; I remember the Health of his Grace your Mafter. 
give a 1001. on Condition I coald feed fo heartily on 

Beef as you do.’ Alas, my weak and fqueaxy Stomach will Bardly 

diget a Wing of a fmall Rabbit or Chicken.” The: 

pledged him pledfantly, and: heartily ‘thank’d ‘him for his good 
Cheer, departing ‘undifcovered as he came. /Prefently after the 
Abbot was fent for by-a Purfuivant, brought up to London, clapp’d ; 
into the Tower, kept’ clofe’ Prifoner,: and thort 
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Bread and Water, creating many Fears and fad Sufpicions to him- 
felf, when and how he had incurr’d the King’s Difpleafure. At 
laft a Sir Loin of Beef was fet before him, on which the Abbot 
fed like a Farmer, verifying the Proverb, That two hungry Meals 
make the third a Glutton. In {prings King Henry from a private 
Lobby, where he had placed himfelf to overlook the Abbot’s Be- 
haviour, My Lord, quoth the King, depofite your 1001. prefently, 
or no Releafe hence all the Days of your Life. I have been your Phy- 
fician to cure you of your weak and {queazy Stomach ; and here, as 
I deferve, I demand my Fee for the fame. The Abbot laid down 
the Gilt, and glad he efcaped, fo return’d to his Monaftery fome- 
what lighter in Purfe, yet much more merry in Heart than when 
he came thence. 

There are two or three Particulars more of Entertainment which 
I collected. 

The firft is the Expence of an Obiit, or annual Office for the 
Dead, ufed in the Times of Popery here, which was,

This 
choice Manufcript is now in the Pofleflion of Browne Willis, Efq; 

I have but one Thing to add relating to this Place, which may 
ferve to point out the true Character of a very lofty Churchman, 
dignified with the Title of a Martyr, by fome Perfons at this Day, 

In the Year i641, King Charles 1. came the laft ‘Time to 
Warttnam, snd went, as it was ufual where there was any Thing 
remarkable, to fee ihe Church; the Earl of Carh/e attended him. 
The Earl moved his Majeity, that feeing this antient Church 
founded by King Harold his Predeceflor, was fallen into fuch 
Decay, that the Repair was too heavy for the Parifh, he would 
be picaied to grant a moderate Toll of Cattle coming over the 
Fridge, wherewith the Town might be paved, and the Church 
repaired. The King gracioufly granted it, provided it were done 
with the Privity and Confent of a great Prelate, (Bifhop Laud) 
with whom the King confuited in aJl Church Matters. But when 
the aforefaid Prelate was informed, that the Earl had applied to his 
Majefty before he addrefled himfelf to him, he dafh’d the Defign ; 
fo that poor Walthem Church mutt content herfelf with weak 
Walls and worfe Roof, till Providence provides her fome better 
Benefactors.

H E Boranetz, or little Lamb, as ti is called, is a flrange kind 
of Melon, growing in teveral Parts of Mo/fcovy, eipecially 
near Afic., and is reckoned among the fenitive Plants, in Shape 
exady refembling a Lamb, covered with a languinous Subitance, 
fhort and curling, and perfeétly in Appearance like Wool. This 
when diciled in the ufual Way, no Man can diitinguifh from real 

Lembskin ; the Natives frequently ufe it entire as Furs, in the li- 

ning Veits. ‘The Climate and Soil of England would favour the 

cultivating this valuable Exotic m common among us, which 
might be eafily obtained, by means of any of the People in our 

Ruffia Trade; and if it fuceeeded, would fifhiciently repay the 

‘Trouble of the Experiment. There is a very curious Way of 

cultivating Mcloerry-Trees in Virginia, which, if practed 

might 
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might anfwer, in producing good Silk by them. The Method is 
to plane them thick as Hedges, like Currants or Goofeberries ; 
they will by this means be always young tender Plants, and clipt 
eafily in large Quantities with a Pair of Garden Sheers. One Man 
may gather this Way as much as four could do from Trees fet at 
a Dittance; probably it may be ftill better to fow fome Acres with 
Mulberry Seed, and with a Scythe keep them low ever after. As 
I have occafionally here mentioned fomewhat. of Mulberry-Trees, 
it may not be amifs to put down what I juft call to Mind, con- 
cerning an Improvement that might be made with the Fruit. One 
of the beit Phyficians and moit ingenious Men of the laft Age, 
has given it as his Opinion, that a Quantity of Mulberry Juice (he 
propofes the black SpanifS Sort) mix’d up with Cyder, which he 
would have kept in large Casks, would make a new, a pleafant, 
and one of the wholfomelt Liquors that ever was in Ufe amongtt 
us. I have but one Obfervation more to offer and I have done. 
It is with regard to thofe Stones our Millers make Ufe of in grind- 
ing of Corn, which are known to be brought us from France at a 
very dear Rate, a Pair colting ufually from 100 to 140/. when 
I have heard it argued by ingenious People knowing in thefe Mat- 
ters, that it is highly probable, that fome very hard Gritt, or 
fome of the Materials of our Glafs-Houfes, might afford a faéti- 
tious Compofition that would anfwer as well as the other, with lefs 


Inconveniencies, and a prodigious Abatement of the Expence; as 


were alfo to be wifhed, for the Intereft of Britain, that all Traf- 
fick whatloever with France could be avoided. It may be hoped, 
fome one or other of thefe indigelted Hints may indicate the im- 
proving Genius of my induftrious Countrymen. It was not below 
the Regard of fome diftinguifhed Perfons in the lait Age, when 
there was a Scarcity of Corn, to contrive a cheap and wholfome 
Bread made of Turnips, with a Mixture of one third of Wheat 
Flour, which was very well tafted, and when cold, could not be 
much diftinguifhed from other Bread. And in a very dear Time 
of Fuel, the mixing about two thirds of the Taxes Mud nigh 
London, with {mall Sea Coal, was propofed for the Service of the 
Poor, and which, when well dried, anfwered [xpedtation. Many 
fma!l and flight Obfervations well applied, might turn out to pub- 
blick Service. At this prefent Time we find a very reverend Bi- 
fhop, and one eminently diftinguifhed in the learned World, has 
not thought it beneata his great Parts and Character, to employ 
his Labours in an entire Treatife on a very plain and fimple (tho* 


valuable and uleful) Difcovery. The Preparation and Virtues of 


Tar-Water. As Dr. Linden has worthily done in the Offeula 
Epileptica [Sec Page 62.} I am not for advancing the Inventions 
of idle and unferviceable Curiofities, fuch as are thofe exhibited 
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in the Mufeum at Leyden, where two human Skins are fhown you, 
a Man’s and a Woman’s, tann’d and prepared like Leather, witha 
Pair of Shoes made of fuch Leather ; another human Skin dreft 
as Parchment, a Shirt made of the Entrails of a Man, and a Cup 
form’d out of adouble Brain-pan, which Inventions argue in them 
fomething fhocking and-inhuman. But every thing that can tend 
in the leaft, though ever fo remotely, to the Improvement of Arts, 
the Affiftance of Life, or the Profit of Trade or Society, ought to 
‘be candidly imparted, and [ fhall always with they were as hear- 
tily received and brought to the Touch-ftone of Experiment.

A foort Hifory of Asseys, from the Year 977 to their diffolution, 
and from thence down to the Time of Q, Elizabeth, 

T a Time when, by the Blefling of Providence on the Arms 

of our gracious Sovereign, weare delivered from the dreadful 
Apprehenfions of arbitrary, popifh Power, it may not be amifs to 
take a View of fome of the difmal Effeéts of Romifh Tyrany, 
which fo impoverifh’d and enflaved our miferable Fore-fathers, at- 
tempted again to be impofed on them by the bigotted Q. Mary, 
and which would, in our Days, have been entail’d afrefh upon our 
unhappy Poiterity, had the Inftruments of papal Ambition and 
Wickednefs prevailed. It is on melancholy Record in our Hifto- 
ries, that the vaft Number of Abbies founded among us in the Ages 
of dark Superftiuon, were: moft of them built by Perfons who had 
been guilty of the fouleft Offences, under a blind Perfuafion of com- 
muting by fuch Actions for the bafeft Crimes. The Number and 
Sumptuouinefs of moft of them, is furprizing to any one who exa- 
mines thofe Annals, as well as the early Abufes they gave Coun- 
tenance to, by the extravagant Immunities granted them ; fuch as 
Wilefe, King of Mercia, (in the Time of the Heptarchy) ordain’d, 
vite That if any Officer did follow an Offender, of what Nature fo- 
ever, to fetch him out where be had taken fanduary in any of thefe 
Places, he foculd have his right Foot cut off. Aftonifhing, (as an 
ingenious Writer on this Subject remarks) where a legal Profecutor 
4s made a Malefador, and the Malefa&or an innocent Perfon. By 
thefe Liberties, fuch Houfes became a Sink of all abominable Sin- 
ners, and an Obitruction to Law, Equity, and Juftice. Such Griev- 
ances were frequently complained of in Parliaments, till Richard II. 
firft began, Henry 1Vth. and ViIth. proceeded to regulate them, 
as abufed and ufurping, and Hen. VIIIth. utterly abolifhed them 
as infamous and unlawful. The Officers of thefe Houfes were fu- 
preme, as the Abbot ; or Obediental, as the Priors, who were im- 
mediately next him, fome of whom, when inflall’d, voted as 
Barons in Parliament, as the Prior of Cawrerbury and Coventry. In 
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all mitred Abbies, the Prior was, in Abfence of the Abbot, ftiled 
by Courtefy, Lord Prior. -There were under thefe a Sub-prior, 
and third and fourth Prior. ‘ Thefe had all their feparate rich A- 
partments, and Stipends. There was then a Secretary, a Ghamber- 
lain, or Treafurer, a Cellarer, a Place of great Power and Profit. 
He bought in, and appointed the Monk’s Allowances : Sometimes 
he was ftiled Secundus Pater in Monafterio ; had Buildings af- 
figned for his Refidence, and Lands for his Maintenance. Thefe 
affected Gallantry, and to wear Swords; and laftly, was a Gate- 
Porter. The other Officers related to the feveral Parts of 
the Abbey, which was the Refectory, or great Hall, where the 
Monks had their Commons, and on high Solemnities the Abbot 
dined with them on his Vaftellum, or Bread-Diet. Next was the 
Orio/, where the more infirm Sort had their Table. The Parlour, 
or Locutory, for the Monks to difcourfe in, who were elfewhere en- 
joined Silence ; and the Dormitory, or Sleeping-place ; the Laux 
dry ; and in each a Library, furnifhed with the choiceft Manufcripts 
of Learning, of which I fhall in the Clofe fay more. The feveral 
Parts of the Church were the Cloyfters, the Nave or Body, the 
Gradatory or Afcent into the Choir; the Choir itfelf, where the 
Abbot feated on the Right, the Prior on the Left Hand, each with 
their Monks alternately chaunted the Refponfes. . Here was like- 
wife the Vettiary, where they afterwards repofited their Churck 
Habits. The Vaulta, an Enlargement of their Dormitory ; the 
Sanfuarium, where Debtors flying from their Creditors, Criminals 
from the Judge, &c. lived in all Security ; and laft was the Goal, 
for incorrigible Monks ; with many more Offices and Rooms of 
leffer note. The Pride and Lewdnefs of many of thefe Orders, 
gave Orcafion to the Parliament 120 of Hen. IV. (called thence 
the Lay-Parliament) to fignify to the King, that the temporal 
Poffeffions of Abbots, Priors, and the feveral Seminaries, riotoufly 
fpent within the Realm, would maintain 150 Earls, 1500 Knights, 
6200 Efquires, and 100 Hofpitals more than there were, But the 
King, as it was thought, from political Principles, quafhed this Mo- 
tion. And whenafterwards in the Reign of his Son, (zd. of Hen- 
ry V.) the former Bill againit Abbies was received in full Parliae 
ment, Ghichelfey, Archbifhop of Canterbury, had Power enough to 
divert it, and with this very Defign, by his wicked Artifice and 
Inftigation, fet the King on conquering. France, which was the Oc- 
cafion of fo much Bloedthed, and Diforder in Government, and the 
Source of all thofe Factions and Civil. Wars in the following Reign. 
The greater, called. mitred. Abbies, claim’d epifcopal Power in 
themfelyes, exempted from any Diocefan ; and their Abbots were 
ftiled Abbots Sovereign ;. they. were held in Quality of Barons, 
had Seats in Parliament, and were of the King’s Coungil, In on 
49! 
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49th of Hex. Il. 64 Abbots and 36 Priors were voluntarily fun. 
moned (having no Right) to Parlian'ynt. Afterwards their Num. 
bers were uncertain, as in the 27th ot’ Edward 1. there were qo, 
the next Year 75; inthe 1ft Year of Edward II. 563; in the 2d 
were fummoned only 15 ; and in the Reign of Edward UI. their 
Number were fix’d to 26, the foremoft in which Lift was always 
the Abbot of S¢. Albans, whowas principal Abbot ; and the laft, the 
Prior of St. Fobn’s of Ferufulem, fir and chief Baron of England, 
Thus the flourifhing State of Abbies continued till the 23d of Hen. 
ry VIII. 1531. when the King (it was thought to found the 
People’s Hearts) fingled out and diffolved, firit, the Priory of Chri/e 
Church, (now Duke's Place) nigh Aldgate in London, and gave it to 
Audley the Speaker in Parliament. ‘This Convent (founded 1108, 
by Q. Matilda) became richeft in Lands and Ornaments of any, 
whofe Prior was always Alderman of Port/oken Ward in London, 
‘Two Years after this a Bill readily paffed, to grant the King all 
religious Houfes which did not clearly expend 200/. a Year; 
whereby 376 {mall Convents were diffolved, and 30,000/. advan- 
ced to the Crown per Annum, befides 10,000/. in Plate and 
Moveables, which were pafled away by Sale, Grant, and Ex. 
change, to the Subjects. ‘The next and fevereft Stroke fell on the 
MMitred Abbies, the Valuations of which were as follows.

The King’s Commiflioners, who took the Surrender of thefe 
Houfes, difcovered, at their Viitation, the moft fhocking Scenes of 
Villany of every Kind ated there, that ever reach’d the Ears of 
Man, aud would tire me to relate, which brought down their de- 
ferved Judgment and Defolation. ‘I hus they continued till Queen 
Mary, in the very Beginning of her Reign, refolved to reitore 
them ; and devout Bigots went on apace to work, with foundin 

and endowing others. But happily for thefe reformed Realms, the 
Providence of God fet the glorious Q. Elizabeth foon atter on the 
Britif> Throne ; who, in her very firit Parliament, fammoned the 
Lords, Abbots, and Priors, as had been ufual, to take their Seats 
there ; which they had fcarcely done, but they were bid fuddenly 
to rife, and were diflolved, with all the refit of the reftored Ore 
ders. The unhiving thefe idle, vicious Drones, was a neceflary and 
a good Work, in the Opinion of the Public 5; but the totally ruin- 
ing and erafing fo many fine and flately Edifices of Antiquity, has 
given Concern to Abundance of the Curious ; and above all, the 
Lofs which the Learned have futtained, in the Deitruction of fuch 


choice and furnifhed Libraries, which abounded with Books brought 


from beyond the Seas, and here purchafed at dear Rates, the Prefs 
being in its Infancy, and but very few printed Books, in Compa- 
rifon of the many antient and valuable Manutcripts. Bale com- 
plains hereof to K. Edward V{. that not only Numbers of thefe 
were condemned to the Jakes, fcouring of Candleflicks, Boots, and 
other fervile Ufes of the Kitchen, or Shop, but whole Ships full 
were fold and fent abroad ata Time: Nay, I know ({ays he) a 
Merchant, that bought the Contents of two noble Libraries for 
40 Shillings, which he hath occupied, inftead of grey Paper, for 
10 Years, and yet hath Store enough for as many more. What 
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beautiful Bibles, rare Fathers, Schoolmen, Hiltorians, what painful 
Comments, what Monuments of Mathematicks, ({ays a late Au- 
thor) were among them? All maffacred together. Every Book 
witha Crofs was condemn’d for popifh; and with Circles, for cone 
juring. Certainly, the Hillory of former ‘limes received then a 
mortal Wound, of which it halts now, and will go languifhing to 
the Grave. 


Extrads fiom Mr, Watton’s Experiments and Obfcrvations on the 
Nature and Properties of 
Riginal Elegrical Bodies, are thofe in which an_ attractive 
Power towards light Subilances is eahly excited by Friétion ; 
fuch are Gla/s, dizber, Suljhur, Sealing-Viax ; and mott dry Parts 
of Animals, as 87/4, Hazr, &c. Thete Mr. atfoncalls Ele&rics 
fer fe, and the Air he reckons of this Kind. What he calls zon 
Eleérics, are {uch in which the above Property is not at all, or very 
flightly perceived ; as Wood, Animals living or dead, Metals, ve- 
getable Subitances, and (he adds) Water; all thefe are Conduc- 
tors of Electricity, which are illuflrated in the following Experi. 
ments. ‘I'he Succefs of thefe Experiments require adry Air. His 
were all made with Glafs ‘Tubes, of about two Foot long. He 
prefers thofe that are pees where the eledtrical Power is de fign’d 
to be communicated 2 aft as excited ; though they ovght never 
to be lefs than =; of an 1 Inch thick, for fear of breaking by the 
Friction. ‘The Tube fhould be always made dry and warm at the 
Fire, before you rub them. With thefe he has fired not only 
Frobenius’s pholgittion rectified Spirit, and common proof Spirit, 
but alfo Sal Volatile Oleo/um, Spirit of Lavender, duleified Spirit of 
Nitre, Peony Water, Da/fy’s Elixir, Helvetius’s Stiptic, and fome 
other Mixtures, where the Spirit has been confiderably diluted ; 
hikewife dittill’'d vegetable Oils, as of Turpentine, Lemon, Orange- 
Peels and Juniper ; and even thofe of them which are {pecifically 
heavier than Water, as Oil of Saffafras; alfo refinous Subitances, as 
Balfam Capivi and Turpentine ; all which fend forth, when heated, 
an inflammable Vapour. But exprefled vegetable Oils, as of Olives, 
Linfeed, Almonds, as well as ‘Vallow, all whofe Vapours are un- 
inflammable, he has not yet been able to fire ; and he thinks, un- 
lefs their Vapours were inflammable, they will f{carcely fire by Elec- 
tricity ; becaufe, in firing Spirits, Gc. he has always perceived, 
that the Eleétricity {naps before it comes to contact with their Sur- 
faces, and therefore only fires their inflammable Vapours. Eis 
Method to colleét the whole of this Fire at the fame ‘Time, in 
which he fucceeded, was this: He fufpended a Poker in Sill: 
Lines, at the Handle of which he hung feveral little Bundles of 
white Thread, the Extremities of which were about a cs . 
ight 
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Right Angles from the Poker : Among thefe Threads, which were 
all attracted by the rubbed ‘Tube, he excited the greatelt electri- 
cal Fire he was capable, whilft an Affiltant near the End of the 
Poker held in his Hand a Spoon, in which were warm Spirits. 
Thus the Thread coramunicated the Ele@ricity to the Poker, and 
the Spirit .was fired at the other End. In this Experiment, the 
Spoon with the Spirit muft not touch the Poker ; if it does, the 
Electricity, without any flafhing, is communicated to the Spoon, 
and to the Aflittant in whofe Hand it is held, and fo is loft in the 
Floor. When you tranfmit the electrical Fire along a Sword, or 
other Inftrument, whole Point is fharp, it often appears asa Num- 
ber of difleminated Sparks, like wet Gunpowder or Wild fire ; but 
if the Inftrument has no Point, you generally perceive a pure bright 
Flame, like what is vulgarly called B/ue- Ball, which gives the Ap- 
pearance of Stars to fired Rockets. This fart Sort of Fire from 
the Points of polifhed Bodies, as a Sword, Sciffars, the Steel Bar 
made magnetical, Gc. appears like a Pencil of Rays, agrecing in 
Colour with the Fire from &cy/e’s Phofphorus : But from unpolithed 
Bodies, as the End of a Poker, a rufty Nail, or fuch like, the Rays 
are much more red. ‘thefe Pencil of Rays iffue tucceflively, as 
long as the Bodies from which they proceed are exciting ; but are 
longer, and more brilliant, if you bring a non-electric, not excited, 
near them, though it mull not be clote enough to let them {nap. 
If you hold your Hand two or three Inches diitant from thefe 
Points, you not only feel fucceflive Blatts of Wind from them, but 
hear alfo a crackling Noiie. Where there are feveral Points, you 
obferve at the fame Tine ieveral Pencils of Rays. 

If a Number of Pieces of finely fpun Glafs, cut to about an Inch 
long, little Bits of any Sorts of fine Wire of the iame Lengths, 
and fmall Cork Balls, are either put all together, or by themielves, 
into a dry Pewter Plate, they make, in the following Manner, a 
very furprizing Appearance: Let a Man, itanding upon electrigal 
Cakes of Wax, hold the Plate in his Hand, with the Bits of Glafs 
Wire, &%c. detached from each other as much as poffible ; when he 
is electrified, let another, ftandineg on the Ground, bring another 
Plate, his Hand, or any other No» electric, exactly over the Plate 
containing the Bodies ; when his Hand, és’c. is about eight Inches 
over them, let him bring it down gently : As it comes near, in 
Proportion to the Strength of the Electricity, he will obferve the 
Bits of Glafs firft raife themfelves upright ; and then, if he brings 
his Hand nearer, dart direétly up, and itick to it, without {nap- 
ing: The Bits of Wire will fly up likewife, and, as they come 
near the Hand, {nap aloud ; you feel a {mart Stroke, and fee the 
Fire arifing from them to the Hand at eyery Stroke : Each of thefe, 


as foon as they have difcharged their Fire, falls down again upon 
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the Plate: The Cork Balls alfo fy up, and ftrike your Hand, but 
fall again directly. You have a conftant Succeflion of thefe Ap. 
pearances, as long as you continuc to cleétrify the Man who holds 
the Plate ; but if you touch any Part of either of the Man or 
Plate, the Pieces of Glafs, which were before up on their Ends, 
immediately fall down, 

He made an artificial inflammable Air (fuch as is found in Coal. 
Mines, which occalions thofe terrible Accidents by Fire-Damps) 
exactly like what Sir James Lowther had brought, of the natural 
Sorts, in bladders, to the Royal Society from his Coal-Mines. He 
compofed it, by putting an Ounce of Filings of Iron, an Ounce 
of Oil of Vitriol, and four Ounces of Water, into a Florence 
Flask, upon which an Ebullition enfued ; and the Air, which arofe 
from thefe Materials, not only flled three Bladders, but alfo, upon 
applying the Finger of an electrified Perfon, took Flame, and burnt 
out of the Neck of the Flask along Time. When the Flafh is 
almott out, fhake the Flask, and the Flame revives. You mutt, 
with your Finger dipped in Water, moiiten the Mouth of the 
Flask, as fait as it is dried by the Heat within, or the Llettricity 
will not fire it: Becaufe, the Flask being an Eéectric per Je, will 
not fnap at applying the Finger, without the Glafs be firit made 
non-eleciric by wetting. Sometimes, if the Finger has been ap- 
plied before the inflammable Air has found a ready Exit from the 
Mouth of the Flask, the Flafh has filled the Flask, and gone cf 
with an Explofion equal to the firing of a large Piftol, and has 
fometimes burft the Flask. 

Mr Wetcn was defirous to know, if he could ele&rify a Drop 
of cold Water, enough to fire the Spirit, from a wetted Spunge 
hung at the End of an eleétrified Sword, or the Hand of a Man 
electrified ; but defifted after feveral untuccef:ful Trials. He then 
confidered of a Method to give a Tenacity to the Water, fuff- 
cient to make the Drops hang for fome ‘Time. He made a Mu- 
cilage of the Seeds of Vlea-wort 3 a wet Sponge fqueez’d hard, and 
fill’d with this cold Mucilage, was held in the Hand of an electrified 
Man, when the Drops, forced out by the Hiettricity, and affilted 
by the ‘lenacity of the Liquor, hung fome Inches from the Sponge, 
and with this he fired not only the Spirit of Wine, but likewife the 
inflamed Air juft now mentioned, both with and without the Ex- 
plofion. Whatanextraordinary Effect is this! (he remarks) that 
a. Drop of cold Water (for the Seeds add nothing but Confiftence 
to the Water) fhould be the Medium of Light and Flame. 

- Gunpowder try’d both warm and cold, whole and powdered, 
would not fire ; its Vapours not being inflammable, and it not be- 
ing capable to be fired by Flame, unlefs (4e obferves) its com- 
pounded Sulphur be nearly in a State of Afcenfion, But when the 
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Gunpowder has been ground with a little Camphor, or with a few 
Drops of fome inflammable chemical Oil, (which heighten the In- 
flammability of the Sulphur) the Gunpowder being warm’d in a 
Spoon, the electrical Flafhes then fire the inflammable Vapour, 
which fires the Gunpowder ; and he can by this Means fire Gun- 
powder, and diicharge a Musket, by the Power of Eledricity. 

fhen the Gunpowder is very dry, and ground very fine, it (as 
you pleafe to make the Experiment) is either attracted or repell’d : 
So that in the firft Cafe, the End of your Finger, when electrified, 
fhall be covered over with the Powder, though at fome Diitance ; 
and in the other, if you ele¢trify the Powder, it will fly off at the 
Approach of any non eleétrified Subitance, and fometimes even 
without it. There is both this attraétive and repulfive Power in 
Fletricity, which he confirms by feveral Experiments; but repul- 
five, he fays, is the ftronger. Eleétricity (he remarks in feveral 
Propofitions) befides its being poffefs’d of many Properties peculiar 
to itfelf, has fome in common with Magnetifm : It counteracts, and 
in light Subftances overcomes the Force of Gravity. Like that, it 
exerts its Force in Vacuo as powerfully as in open Air, and to a 
confiderable Diitance, thro’ various Subftances of different Textures 
and Denfities. He fays, he has found no Body, however denfe, 
whofe Pores are not pervious to it by a proper Management, not 
even Gold itfelf. 

In common with Light, Electricity pervades Glafs, but fuffers no 
RefraGtion therefrom ; he having, from moft exact, Obfervation, 
found its Direction to be in right Lines, and that through Glaffes 
of different Forms, included one in another, and large Spaces left 
between each. And in common with Light likewife, when its For- 
ces are collected, and properly direéted upon a proper Object, Elec- 
tricity produces Fire and Flame, which is extremely delicate, and 
fets on Fire, as far as he has yet experienced, only in flammable 
Vapours: Nor is this Flame at all heighten’d, by being fuperin- 
duced upon an Tron Rod, red-hot, with coarfer culcinary Fire ; nor 
diminifhed, by being dire€ted upon cold Water ; nor in an artificial 
Cold, whereby the Mercury, ina very nice Thermometer, was de- 
prefied, in four Minutes, to 45 Degrees: From this cold Mixture, 
when electrified, the Flafhes were as powerful, and the Stroke as 
fmart, as from the red-hot Iron; which indicates, that the Fire of 
Electricity is affected neither by the Prefence or Abfence of other 
Fire: The Difference between the hot Iron and the cold Mixture 
being no lefs than 1040 Degrees, which, though fo vaft, makes 
no Alteration in the Appearance of the electrical Flame. 

He obferves, that though at prefent the Effects from thefe Dif- 
coveries are not yet fo improved, as to be rendered conducive to 
the Service of Mankind, future Philofophers (fome, perhaps, of = 
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prefent Age) may deduce from electrical Experiments, Ufes ex. 
treamly beneficial to Society. It is our Duty to be going forward 
and Jeave the reft to the Direétion of that Providence which we 
know affuredly has made nothing in vain. No prefent Advantages 
accrued to thofe Perfons, or that Age which firft difcover’d the 
Properties of the Magnet, Many hundred of Years patt, before they 
were applied to Navigation,and thefe Difcoveries had been very im- 
perfect without the Knowledge of the Variation of the Compafs. As 
Llegricity has fome Properties in common with Magzetif/m, fome new 
Lights may be probably thrown upon both. Sure Phenomena, fo 
various and wonderful as is furnifhed by Electricity, (az Ob/erwa- 
tion of the learned Martin Folkes, E/g; P. R.S.) can arife only 
from Caufes very general and extenfive, and fuch as muft have 
been defigned by the Almighty Author of Nature, for the Pro- 
duction of very great Effects, and fuch as are of great Moment 
to the Syftem of the Univerfe. 


The following is faid to be a Copy of the Letter avhich M. d’Argen- 
fon, Secretary of State for Foreign Affairs, wrote to Mr, Van 
Hoy, the Dutch Ambaffador, to acquaint him with the Reafons 
avhy the Kinz hopes his Britannich Mopejty will ufe the Pretender’s 
Son and his Adberents tenderly, aud defiring him to make it known 


to the Britijb Miniftry. 


SIR, 

HE King has order’d me to write to your Excellency con- 

cerning the Situation of Prince Edward and his Adherents, 
fince the Advantage gain’d over them by the Exg/i Troops the 
27th of Taft Month. All Europe knows the Ties of Parentage 
which fubfift between me and Prince Edward. Moreover, this 
young Prince is endow’d with all the Qualities which might engage 
thofe Powers to intereft themfelves in his Favour, who efteem true 
Courage ; and the King of Exz/and is himfelf too juft and impar- 
tial a Judge of true Merit, not to feta Valuc upon it even in an 
Enemy. ‘The Charatter of the Briti/ Nation in general, cannot 
likewife but infpire all Exzg/i/omen with the fame Sentiments of Ad- 
miration, for a Countryman fo diftinguifh’d by his Talents and he- 
roick Virtues. 

All thefe Reafons ought naturally to favour the Fate of Prince- 
Edward; and at the fame time we may expect from the Mode- 
ration and Clemency of the King of England, that he will not 
fuffer thofe Perfons to be profecuted with the utmott Rigour, who 
in a Time of Trouble and Confufion; follow’d the Standard which 
was lately overthrown by the Brit Arms, under the Command 


of the Duke of Cumberland, 
Never- 
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Neverthelefs, Sir, as in the firft Motions of a Revolution, Re- 
fentment is fometimes carried to a greater Height than in more 
peaceable Times, the King thinks proper, as far as in him lies, to 
prevent the dangerous Effects of any too fevere Meafures which 
his Britannick Majefty might take upon this Occafion. 

Tis with this Jutt View, Sir, that the King order’'d me to de- 
fire your Excellency to write to the Ezglib Minifiry, and to re- 
prefent to it, in the ftrongeft Manner, the Jnconveniencies which 
muft infallibly refult from any violent Proceedings againft Prince 
Edward. Vhe Right of Nations, and the particular Intereft 
which his Majefty makes in refpect to that Prince, are Motives 
that will probably male {ome Impreflion upon the Court of Lon- 
don ; and his Majetty hopes to find none but noble and generous 
Proceedings from the King of Ezgland and the Englifh Nation, 
and that all thofe who were lately concerned in the Intereft of the 
Houle of Stuart, will likewife have Reafon to extol the Genero- 
fity and Clemency of his Britaznick Majetty. 

But if, contrary to all Expectations, any Attempts fhould be 
made, either with refpect to the Liberty of Prince Edward, or the 
Life of his Friends and Partifans, ’tis eafy to forefee, that a Spirit 
of Animofity and Fury might prove the dreadful Confequence of fuch 
Rigour ; and how many innocent People, before the End of the 
War, might unhappily tall Victims to a Violence which could only 
aggravate the Evil, and would certainly fet no good Example to 
Europe. 

Nobedy, Sir, is more capable than you are, to fet forth thefe 
Reafons ; your Equity and your Love of Peace, will fuggeft to 
you what is belt to fay upon this important Subject. 

Your Excellency mutt be fenfible, that there is not a Moment 
to be delay’d in writing to the Minilters of the King of Exgland; 
and I hope you will do me the Favour to communicate to me the 
Anfwer you receive from them, that I may give an Account of it 
to the King, that he may take fuch Refolutions upon this Occa- 
fion, as his Majetty fhall think fuitable to the Glory and Dignity 
of his Crown. He fincerely wifhes that the King of Exgland may 
give him none but Examples of Humanity, and Greatnefs of 
Soul, &c.

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“Anterior Auftria; that his Mafter will order the Bridge at Huninguen to be demo- 
lith’d, and the Fort that covers it to be rendei’d ufelets, provided the Emprefs wiil 
alfo declare in Writing, that the Imperial Troopgfhail not pafs the Rhine in the fame 
Limits to attack Alface, or the French Territories,

felves Mafters of all the three, before we are in a Condition to intercept them. ‘They 
write from An-werp that the Pretender’s youngeft Son, who goes by the Name of. the 
Chevalier d’ Albany, bad quicted the French King’s Army, and was gone off it was 
not known whither 3 his Camp Equipage and Field Bed were fold, and his Retinue 
confifted only of a Valet de Chambre and two Servants.

N.S. An Exprefs arsved from Prince Lichtenftein with Ad- 
vice, that on the 15th Inft. N.S. at 11 at Night, the combincd Army of Spaniards, 
French, Neapolitans, end Gencefe, under the Command of Count Gages, attacked 
the Auftrian Army before Placentia. The Battle lafted with a continual Fire till be- 
tween g and ro next Mcraing, when the Emprefs’s Forces repuls’d the Enemy, and 
obtain’d a fignal Victory. Letters fince arrived make the Lofs of the French and 
their Allies amount to near 10000 Men killed and wounded, and reprefent their Cir- 
cumftances fince as defperate.

The King of Sardinia was advanced on the Day of Battle 
as far as Giovani, and his fince made himfelf Mafter of the Towns of Novi and 
Ouvada, belonging to the Gencefe. On the 17th his Vanguard advanced to Stradella, 
and a frefth Reinforcement of 8 or 10000 Auftrians were arrived at Cremona, The 
Infant himfelf was ftill in Placentia on the 17th.
